Seek Legal Advice 

According to information reaching 
the News, at least three of bhosc re- 
ceiving fees as appraisers hurried to 
their attorneys for advice regarding 
the possibility of their having to re- 
fund the money they ^lad hecn paid. 

■The Chicago .Sun in a front page 
story Sunday .(;^xplaincd how Attorney 
General" Barrett' and "Ins Lake county 
sislant, Harold J. Tallett c>uic into 
the Lake' county inheritance tax cases. 

When an estate is filed for probate 
a detailed inventory of the assets and 
liabilities is in the file. The attorney 
general has ,the right to file an objec- 
tion to the valuation of the assets. 
The state tax is hased on the valuation 
'of the estate and the theory .is that 
the attorney general may be able to 
increase the listed valuation and the 
tax. 

The attorney gcnera'I, or, in this 
case, Tallett, as his assistant, has the 
right to call upon expert appraisers 
to check the valuations. The court may 
order that fees not exceeding 10 per 
cent of the tax assessed be paid to the 
appraisers out of the taxes. 

Judge Ignores Law 

Although tlie X'ews in its expose 
indicated that the awarding of fees irt 
Judge Persons' court had been di- 
rected for political purposes, no vio- 
lation of the statute was cliarged. 
However, the investigation reveals 
that in some instances fees in excess 
of the 10 i)er cent statutory limit were 
allowed by the court. 

It will be noted, too, that fees for 
appraisers are limited to ?300, com- 
tuitcd at the rate of $10 a day for 30 
days, anil that the only other costs 
permitted under the law is "necessary 
traveling expense." The court has 
yet to explain why he allowed costs 
exceeding $900 in one. case for items 
listed other than necessary traveling 
exi)enses, including "olTice rental, sten- 
ographer hire, postage, telephone, etc." 
Here's the Law 

Sect. 385, Chap. 120, Revenue Act 
Illinois Statutes 1941: 

"It shall be the duty of the county 
judge to ascertain whether any trans- 
fer of any property be subject to an 
inheritance tax under the provisions of 
this act, and if it be subject to such 
inheritance tax, to assess and fix the 
then cash value of all estates, annuities 
and life estates or terms of years 
growing out of said estates and the 
tax to which the same is liable. . . . 
When the evidence is taken by an 
appraiser, he shall make a report there- 
of and of such value in writing to said 
county judge, with the depositions of 
the witnesses examined and such other 
facts in relation thereto and to said 
matters as said county judge may by 
order require. . . 

Out of the funds he may have in his 
hands on account of the inheritance 
ttx collected in an Estate the County 
urer shall pay on the Certificate 
_ the County Judge, such Compen- 
.Mtion is such Judge may deem just 
for the service rendered by an ap- 
praiser, In case an appraiser shall have 
been appointed in such estate., Not to 
exceed ten dollars ($10.00) per day 
for each day actually and necessarily 
employed in such appraisement, AND 
NOT TO EXCEED ten per cent 
(10%) of the aggregate amount of tax 
levied and assessed by the County 
Judge AND IN NO CASE shall such 
appraiser receive le'ss than ten dollani

' ^Education as Usual No Longer 

Possible,' Snys President 
I A. C, Willard.

In the face of the war, "educatloi. 

.as usual^ is no longer possible, in 

. the opinion of Dr. Arthur Cutts Wil- 

. lard» President of: the University of 

Illinois. 

I "The first concern of the Univer- 
sity is to help win the war. Every- 
thing else is secondary, even the 
much talked of long time educa* 
tional program so essential for mak- 
ing a durable peace. 

"A state university should be one 
of the first institutions to accept this 
fact, and to adjust its program ac- 
cordingly," he said, asserting that 
"no other educational institution in 
the State of Illinois is faced with a 
greater responsibility to serve In ev- 
ery possible way to help win this 
war than is the University of Illi- 
nois." 

Discussing the University's part in 
the war effort. President Willard 
pointed out that "it should be. ob- 
vious that the University's most ef- 
fective resources are to be found in 
the fields of teaching and research. 
In those areas It has had experience 
and success. It has a large and 
competent staff, an extensive and 
well equipped plant; all of which are 
now at the disposal of the govern- 
ment for whatever service is most 
appropriate." 

As a specific example, he spoke ol 
the University's Reserve Omcurs* 
Training Corps, one of the largest 
units of its kind In the nation. "Mili- 
tary training," he said, "is one of 
the obligations of the University of 
Illinois." Other obligations, he ox- 
plained, include the adjustment of 
the program of teaching and re- 
search to war needs. 

"The University of Illinois has al- 
ready made a special conlributlun 
to the war program of this country 
through many notable research 
activities, both past and present," 
President V^lllard pointed out. The 
Engineering Experiment Station is 
the oldest In the United States and 
the most active, and the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station is one of 
the oldest and most active. 

"Both independently of, and co- 
operating with, variou-; departments 
of the federal government, these sta- 
tions are making important re- 
searches in many fields closely re- 
lated to -the war activity. Of even 
greater significance In directly aid- 
ing the army and navy are the re- 
search activities of the departments 
of physics and chemistry. 

"Extension services of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois— the Hxtcnalon. Serv- 
ice In Agriculture and Home Eco- 
nomics, and the Division of Univer- 
sity Extension— are playing impor- 
tant parts in promoting war activi- 
ties throughout the state. The Uni- 
versity's radio station, 'WILL, also 
has been active In this work."

U.S.Vi?ar Bonds 
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Why Some People 
Have Good Teeth 
Puzzles Scientists 



Men with perfect teeth are under 
observation at the University of Illi- 
nois College of Dentistry In Chicago 
in a research to study tooth decay. 
The doctors are trj'ing to find out 
why some people never have dental 
cavities. 

One reason seems to be bacteria, 
which, it has been proved, are dif- 
ferent in the mouths of those fortu- 
nate people who maintain perfect 
teeth. These bacteria appear capa- 
ble of overcoming cavity-causing 
microbes. 

The millions of mouth bacteria 
are of many kinds, and the problem 
of studying them is complex." The 
answer may even not be in the bac- 
teria; it may be in the enzymes of 
the mouth, or there may be protec- 
tive elements in the blood of per- 
sons whose teeth do not decay. 

The University of Illinois dentists 
are seeking to find a way to prevent 
dental cavities through use of mouth 
rinses or diet control. The rinse 
problem is to find something that is 
efrective at least eight hours, non- 
injurious to mouth tissues, but In- 
iilblting to decay. 

The diets being tried are low in 
fermentable foods— refined suga'rs, 
pastries, and some cereals. Replac- 
ing these are natural sugars of fruits 
and uncooked starches.
